RESOLUTION 

Subject : Establishment of a Sports Authority of India. 

No. F.1-1/83-SAI.— 

WHEREAS the IX Asian Games, 1982 were successfully 
organised and held in Delhi during November-December 
1982 and apart from' the setting up of sports facilities and 
related infro-.ti-ueimc of international standard in record time, 
the count [v dcmonytri'tcd its ability for organising major 
international sports events’, 

AND WHEREAS the holding of IX Asian Games was 
not only a spectacular achievement in the field of conduct of 
games but also an evidence of the keen interest taken by the 
general public which has created an excellent climate for en¬ 
couragement and development of sports in the country; 


AND WHEREAS, considering the need for the proper 
management, maintenance and utilization of the sports m- 
irastructure aaa iacmues created tor Asiad 1982 for the pro¬ 
motion of spbrts and for raising the standard of sports in the 
country; 

AND WHEREAS, considering the importance of sports 
and physical illness for improving the way of life, increasing 
productivity, tor national mtegrauon, for providing beneficial 
avenue to the youth to strive towards excellence in all spheres 
ot activity so tnat the nation wall rise to higner levels of 
endeavour and achievement; 

(1) IT IS THEREFORE HEREBY RESOLVED AS 
FOLLOWS: 

"There shall be a Sports Authority of India with its head¬ 
quarters at present at the Jawaharlal Nehru Stadium, New 
Delhi. The Authority shall have the following objects :— 

(i) to promote and. develop sports and activities relating 
and incidental thereto and draw up and implement 
plans tor the promotion of sports improvement of 
standards in the country in sports and games in 
keeping with the. sports policy of the Government of 
India: 

(ii) to implement and carry out the existing schemes 
tor the promotion ot sports an for improvement 
of standards in the country in sports and games as 
may De entrusted to it by the Government oi India 
or other bodies from' time to time; 

(iii) to initiate, undertake, sponsor, simulate and en¬ 
courage research and development in sports and 
games and the related medicine, bio-mechanics, 
psychology and other allied sciences; 

(iv) to plan, develop, construct, acquire, take over, 
manage, maintain, and utilise sports infrastructure, 
sports facilities, ancillary buddings, play helds, lands, 
etc. in Delhi and other parts of the country; 

(v) to plan, develop, construct, acquire, take ever, 
manage, maintain and utilise residential facilities 
tor sportspersons, coaches, officials, etc., whether 
as part of the stadia or separately, in Delhi and 
other places in the country; 

(vi) to hold, sponsor, organise, manage and m range 
on its own, and to offer laeililies tot. tomnnnicni-,, 
coaching camps, exhibition matches and other 
sports activities and purposes including but not 
limited to social and cultural activities, in the 
interests of sports or ’benefits of sportspersons or 
otherwise in furtherance of these objects; 

(vii) to establish, run, manage and administer insti¬ 
tutions existing or new and "to perform the acti¬ 
vities and functions of such institutions wholly 
or partially; 

(viii) to constitute or cause to be constituted centres at 
convenient places in India to promote sports; 

(ix) to initiate, sponsor and encourage research in 
sports equipment in the country including but not 
limited to, the manufacture of standard sports 
equipment; 

(x) to provide and give technical and other assistance, 
sports equipments, sports facilities and expert 
guidance to organisers for the organisation and 
conduct of national and international tournaments 
held in India; 

(xi) to provide for education, training and faeilities 

for imparting advanced coaching in various games 
and sports; \ 

(xii) to take steps for the welfare of sportspersons, 
sports officials and the like and to run benevolent 
schemes fo,r active, veteran aad retired sports¬ 
persons or officials, including coaches; 

(xiii) to coordinate and to cooperate and liaise _with 
State Governments, State Sports Councils, Indian 
Olympic Association or National Sports Federations 
or other similar national or international associa¬ 
tions or bodies ip matters relating to sports and 
games and other allied subjects; 
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(xiv) to develop and provide consultancy services in 
India and abroad for the planning and develop¬ 
ment of sports facilities and in the organisation 
and conduct of international championships; 


(xv) to advise Government of India, State Governments, 
Union Territory Administrations on all matters 
relating to promotion of sports and games and 
improvement of sports standards which may be 
referred to it by the Government of India and 
other authorities as well as on other sports matters 
on which it, may like to make recommendations on 
its own to Government of India and the other 
such authorities; 


(xvi) to organise seminars, conferences etc. in the field 
of sports and allied matters; 

(xvii) to undertake, sponsor and encourage publication of 
journals and literature relating to sports and 
games; 

(xviii) to institute offer and grant prizes awards scholar 
ships and stipends in the implementation of these 
objects; 

(xix) to accept and collect donations, grants and gifts 
and to undertake management oi any endowment 
or trust fund and to make donations, grants and 
gifts for the purposes of these objects; 

(xx) to borrow and raise moneys with or without secu¬ 
rity or on security of moveable and immoveable 
properties belonging to the Authority provided 
that prior approval of the Government of India is 
obtained in that beha^; 

(xxi) to acquire, purchase or otherwise own or take on 
lease or hire immoveable and moveable properties 
and to sell, mortgage, transfer or otherwise dispose 
of any such immoveable and moveable properties 
but the prior approval of the Government of India, 
in respect of such immoveable property, shall be 
obtained; and 

(xxii) to do all such acts and things as the Authority 
may conside necessary, conducive or incidental to 
the attainment or enlargement of the aforesaid 
objects or any one of them. 

(2) The Sports Authority of India will be registered as 
a Society under the Societies Registration Act of 1860 and 
shall comprise the following :
